Claims 50 and 53 are allowed. 

The prior art fails to disclose set the tag bits to a unique value indicative of an 
overrun condition, operate on the tag bits and not the data bits, and store the tag bits in 
the buffer with data bits, which tag bits indicate that the overrun word is to be aborted.
